a day of shorter hours. In other words, more pay for less work. 
The natural result is that this compulsory method of lessening 
production and at the same time of more widely distributing the 
medium of exchange is the best way apparently to prevent a 
stoppage of the wheels of progress. And thus out of what we 
considered an evil will come good. 

At present, however, there is nothing in the line of canned 
goods that appears to have been overdone this year, for the year 
1906 has been one of compulsory conservatism on the part of the 
packers, the natural effect apparently on the part of the goddess 
of the crops to bring matters to an even level, so as to keep con- 
sumption and production on a level basis. As we have often re- 
iterated in these columns during the past months every season 
of the year has promised greatly and fulfilled poorly in respect 
to packers’ crops and the outlook. The lines which were overdone 
last year have been foreshortened by one or another cause through- 
out the year, until there is nothing in heavy supply at present, 
not even corn, which carried nearly enough over last year at this 
time to answer the probable requirements of the greater part 
of common demand of the following season. 


The situation, therefore, stands here at the beginning of 
winter, that 1907 will offer an excellent field for production and 
distribution in every line of canned goods, and it is hoped the 
crops will be in accordance. It is, therefore, “up to” the packer 
to look around his factory to see that he is prepared to handle 
the crops to satisfy the market and take advantage of his op- 
portunity. The packer in the year 1907 is going to have a little 
more careful job than he*has had for a quarter of a century. 
The Government authorities at Washington are in earnest in their 
endeavor to tell food manufacturers of America to give the people, 
not only of this country, but of all the world, a high class of 
American food products. And packers will have to be careful, 
more than ordinarily careful, in putting up all their products. 


It is also to be expected that the fixed price of all food articles 
will make a steady advance after the first of the year 1907, be- 


cause the production of improved food is not going to be ac- 
complished without some extra cost; and if the Government is 


determined to eliminate all the cheaper and less costly articles 
in the list as being at least under suspicion because they are cheap, 
it cannot expect to do that for the people without the people pay- 
ing the resultant increase in price. 

We appear to be in a very dull season of the year at present. 
There is no appreciable change in the quotations of canned goods 
this week any more than there was last week, either buyers are 
satisfied with prices as they are, or there is no stock to quote 
either advanced or depressed prices upon. 

We notice in small fruits there has been a good many articles 
as marked out of stock; and in blackberries there has been an 
advance of about 5 cents per dozen; the same advance as occurred 
in preserved raspberries. 


There is no change in corn; little or no change in peaches 
or other articles, and simply a slight weakening in tomatoes.. 
Oysters get stronger as the season advances. No. 2 Standard 
Tomatoes are quoted at 75c. and No. 3 at 90c., both of which are 
slight declines, but they mark all the changes in tomatoes. 

Naturally under these circumstances there is no change in the 
quotations of cans. Pig tin is quoted at $42.50 to $42.75, a de- 
cline of $1.00 from last week’s figures. Pig lead also has a change, 
showing an advance and is now quoted at $6.25 to $6.50. Tin 
plates and solder remain as before. For canners’ metals see 
regular page.

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NEW YORK MARKET. 

New York, October 31.—Business through October has 
been better than it was during September, but it hasn’t been 
especially good at the best. The market has varied from day 
to day, though as a whole the tendency has been upward and 
toward increased activity. Buyers have been more anxious to 
obtain stock, while sellers have not attempted to force business 
by allowing their goods to goat reduced rates. The effect has 
been to put the market upon a somewhat firmer and more sub- 
stantial basis and the situation to that extent has improved. But 
there is room for lots more improvement and until it is reached 
there will be scarcely the activity in the trade that is usually 
present at this season. 

Tomators.—The market is firm on the basis of 87/%@90c. 
f. o. b. packing points, with few sellers at that figure on full 
Standard 3s. A speculative interest is reported in some quarters, 
but the fact that holders refuse to make concessions prevents 
liberal buying for speculative purposes. Bids of 87%c. f. o. b. 
factory were made on 10,000 cases, but were declined. The 
situation is considered strong, notwithstanding the fact that some 
estimates make the total output 9,000,000 cases. Conditions in 
jobbing and retailing departments, notwithstanding the probable 
heavy pack, indicate that the market is in excellent shape. It 
is pointed out that 350,000 retailers and 3,800 jobbers had no 
stock on September 1. Allowing only five cases to each, it would 
require nearly 2,500,000 cases to supply this demand. Jobbers 
in the West have gone over the situation very carefully, and as 
a result of their investigations are picking up stock wherever it 
is offered favorably. As a’ whole the tomato market goes into 


November with a good deal of promise and a feeling that trade — 


will be better in the future than it has been in the past. 
Corn.—A fair business has been done in cheap corn and

some considerable lots of state standards have been sold at 60c. 
delivered, while Western corn has been sold at 50c. delivered. 
Local jobbers have been the principal buyers at these figures. 
So far as can be learned, no Maine corn has been offered of late 
and few lots are available from jobbers. Southern Maine style 
pack is firmly held for fancy quality, but lower grades are not 
selling freely at quotations. No estimates of the probable pack 
are yet available. 

BrEANS.—Spot stocks are steady and prices are firm under 
light stocks. Buyers are showing rather more interest and are 
making inquiries regarding the probable supplies available. 

PkAs.—Some demand is reported and a number of lots have 
been picked up at quotations. Holders are not particularly 
anxious sellers and refuse to concede prices in most instances. _ 

~ AspAkAGus.—The market is firm under light stocks. It is

very difficult to obtain supplies in any considerable quantities.

PumpkKIN.—The market is a shade more active under in- 
creasing demand from consumers. Prices are 75c. for three-pound 
and $1.50@1.75 for gallons. 

SquasH.—Consumers are inquiring for stock and increased 
sales are reported from sellers. The supply on hand is some- 
what limited and prices are firm. 

SALMoNn.—Red Alaska has declined 2%c. to $1.02%, but this 
reduction on some of the best known association brands has not 
stipulated buying to any considerable extent. Some outside in- 
terests have reduced prices proportionately. Columbia river fish 
is scarce and firm. Flats and halves are scarce and hard to get. 
Sockeye is quiet, though firmly held at quotation. The situation 
on the Coast is one of the strongest known in ten years in all 
varieties, 

SARDINES.—The advance announced last week has occured

Goods packed from 
well ripened stock command full prices, with sales of several cars 
of Standard 3s at 95c.@$1.00. Cheaper stock is offered, but 
most of it is said to be green fruit, lacking flavor and tenderness. 
Southern pears are selling well and the market is firm at 65c. 
f.0.b. for Standard 3s in water and 722@s85c. f. 0. b. as to quality 
in syrup. California pears are scarce and are held steadily up 
to quotations. 

Pracues.—California lemon clings are in demand, but little 
stock is offered on the spot or for shipment from the Coast. A 
lot of several thousand cases sent here by a packer on consign- 
ment, who made no future contracts, was promptly absorbed, 
with the exception of some Extras and Seconds. The Extras are 
held at $2.35 and the Seconds at $1.70 delivered New York. The 
Standards sold at $1.85 and the Extra Standards at $2.15 
delivered.

Georgia Peaches Unprofitable. 


Writing to the ‘‘ Southern Fruit Grower,’’ W. F. Summer- 
our, of Dalton. Ga., says the past season has been one of the 
worst the orchardists of North Georgia have ever experienced. 
He says, speaking of green fruit packing: 

This has been one of the most disastrous and unprofitable seasons the 
peach growers have ever experienced. The time has come when the 
grower who does not take good care of his orchard and put up a good pack 
will be out of the business. For the past five years the peach crop of 
Georgia has brought fair prices for any kind of fruit, but the buyers have 
lost money on account of poor packing and poor fruit that was put into the 
crates, until they will quit buying unless it is from orchards where they can 
buy a car each day put up from one packing house, where the fruit will run 
regularly and be put up with great care. This has been one of North Georgia’s 
great drawbacks. It has the reputation of putting up the sorriest pack of 
any State in the Union, and it is going to take several years to overcome 
this. There will have to be at least half of the growers drop out of the 
business before the fruit crop will ever be profitable in North Georgia. I 
think this is now going on to some extent among the growers who make 
the fruit business a side line of their farming product, and I think from the 
experience the fruit growers have had in regard to the railroad will be 
remedied to a great extent by our recent election in the State of Georgia, 
that will compel them to give us good service to start with, I think the 
railroad company will see the handwriting on the wall and undoubtedly 
will take advantage of it before they are compelled to do so. We are com- 
pletely at the mercy of the railroad company, since they have never given 
North Georgia the attention it deserves. We are the largest growing sec- 
tion in in the State, and I don’t think the road can neglect the growers in 
the future, as they have in the past, from a business standpoint. I don’t 
suppose there is hardly an orchard in North Georgia that paid anything 
like expenses this year for gathering and marketing the crop.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

The demand is moderate in volume, as is usual at this season of the 
year. Tomatoes are firm. Corn is about steady for common and firm for 
fancy. Peas are seemingly wanted, but are hard to get at cheap rates. 
Packers in this state are well cleaned up, but sales from second hands are 
reported at firm prices. Beans are selling at 52%4c. f. o. b. for string No. 
2's in Baltimore; gallons, $3 f. o. b. Spinach is wanted. Succotash is 
inquired for and held with confidence. In fruits the movement is not full, 
but prices are well maintained. Rhubarb is selling better and gallons at 
$2 have been cleaned up; market firm. Gallon apples are quoted at $2f. o. b. 
for New York State standard; Maryland brands, $1.95 f. 0. b, Pears are 
attracting more attention, here and in Baltimore. The demand for lemon 
cling peaches has been good, with offerings small. In fish the sale is rout- 
ine in character, but some holders of red Alaska brands now ask $1.07'%4 
instead of $1.05. Domestic sardines are quiet. Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are about unchanged from last week. Nominally the market 
is go cents country, though some sales have been made at 90 cents delivered 
under special circumstances. There seems to be a scarcity of unlabeled 
stock, owing to the short pack, and the demand is good. For ordinary 
stock the demand is light. Corn is about unchanged. The inquiry is good 
and the prices unchanged. Peas are getting stronger. There is a good 
demand, but the unsold surplus which packers usually have after the pack 
is over ahd their contracts filled, is very much smaller than usual. Peaches 
are unchanged, stocks being low and prices high. Apples are feeling a 
little stronger, though prices are still unchange. Some packers ‘are with- 
drawing prices. The demand is slow, as future sales were heavy. The 
general Baltimore line is about unchanged, with the exception of string 
beans, which are a little higher. The California line is unchanged and dull 
in first hands.—Grocery World. 


Chicago. 

Canned tomatoes are stronger, as the belief that the pack was nearly if 
not fully as short as last year, has spread and created a much stronger feel- 
ing among the grocery trade. Reports from the Eastern tomato canning 
sections tell of heavy shortages. Corn is steady at no change in prices. 
Canned peas are firmer. It is known that the supply of peas in canners’ 
hands is practically cleaned up and the demand is taking up stocks owned 
by jobbers. Prospects are for a higher range of pea prices. All canned 
vegetables are firm in price at present and seem sure to continue so, if not 
to go higher. Canned fruits of every description are in very strong posi- 
tion, owing to the smallness of stock left in the hands of canners, who in all 
parts of the country, including California, are virtually cleaned out of 
stock. California peaches are extremely strong and will probably advance - 
in price before the next pack, or in fact before the first of the new year. 
California apricots, pears, etc., are all very firm, and the demand is good, 
which only increases the firmness of prices, Canned salmon market is very 
strong. Stocks in packers hands are small now. Sardines are firm, with 
an advancing tendency. Cove oysters are in demand on a very strong mar- 
ket. Lobster, shrimp, etc., are firm.—Gyvocers’ Criterion. 


Toronto, Can. 
Activity in the canned goods market is limited. Since the initial buy- 
ing finished there has not been much interest taken in the market. As 
previously reported, the high prices for tomatoes, corn and peas have had 
the effect of influencing buyers to a great extent. Many, after notifying 
their dealers that they did not wish their full order, wrote explaining the 
stand they took. In many instances they said that they felt justified in 
holding off owing to the high prices. This season they intend to buy only 
for immediate consumption, instead of buying twenty-five or thirty cases 
at a time, they will order only five, repeating when necessary. However, 
this is not the best time of year for canned goods and the next couple of 
months may bring some improvement in the situation, 


Montreal, Can. 

Quotations are unchanged. Business is reportrd by the jobbers to be 
good for the season and the trade seems to be recovering from the shock of 
the opening prices. Corned beef quotations are higher. 

Fruit and vegetable quotations are unchanged.—Canadian Grocer.

The Co/- 
umbia has brought 1,152 cases, and the 7agus 584 cases, both to Liverpool. 

Meats continue in better demand, and prices are steady. . 

Fruits.—There has been less inquiry this week for California fruits, but 
prices remain very firm. Shipments to London and Liverpool reported up 
to the present are very small, especially as compared with shipments to this 
date last year, when those by sailing vessels amounted to some 291,500 
cases, whereas this year they amount to only 92,418 cases. Of course 
there will be further shipments reported, but it is expected that at the end 
the shortage will be at least in the same proportion, if not greater. 

Pines have been a little quieter this week, but there is no change to note 
in prices.

Salmon.—Best quality has been in good request.. Alaska rather quiet. 

Sardines.—These have been much enquired for, probebly as a conse- 
quence of the country appreciating the fact of the imminence of much 
higher rates. 

Fruits.—There is a declared shortage in this year’s crop of apricots, 
pears, and peaches, 

Pineapples.—There is a better market demand, and sales in the country 
are reported as being fully up to the average for the time of the season. In 
the forward market there is a little more doing. Buyers are commencing 
to take advantage of present quotations, which are very low. The 7ydeus 
has arrived with 800 cases on board.—Gvocers’ Gazette.

Dear Sirs—We report the market as follows: 

Tomatores—The activity on No. 2 Tomatoes mentioned in our last 
week's circular has continued this week, and has resulted in making a 
decidedly firmer market. No. 2 Seconds seem to be pretty nearly cleaned 
out. There are a few odd lots lying around, but stocks are extremely 
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light. No. 2 Standards are also firmer. The demand for No. 3 Stand- 
ards for Baltimore shipment is somewhat better than last week and 
90 cents per dozen seems to be bottom price for good goods. Quite a 
number of offers are being made at 8714 cents per dozen, but there are 
no sellers in sight at this figure. 

Generally speaking, the market is showing considerable strength on 
No. 2s as well as No. 3s. While the demand for No. 3 Standards during 
the past few weeks has been comparatively light, we believe this week 
shows some improvement in this respect, and there is every reason to 
believe the market is in good healthy shape. 

Corn—There is a better inquiry for cheap Maine Style Corn. 

STRinc Beans—There is a strong market here on String Beans. 
Without making any predictions it looks as though the market will 
advance. 

Peas—All grades are in good demand. There are no Second Peas 
here. 

Sweet PoraTors—Now is the time to get in on Sweet Potatoes to 
good advantage. We are buying strictly first-class No. 3 Standards at 
67% cents per dozen, less 144%, f. 0. b. County, and 70 cents to 724% 
cents per dozen, less 114%, f. 0. b. Baltimore. 

OystTers—We are having a heavy demand for Future Oysters. The 
Oyster situation is in very strong shape. Stocks of Spots are exhausted, 
and the offerings of Future are limited. In fact most packers have with- 
drawn from the market. 

Pears—The demand for cheap Pears is improving. 

Tomato PuLp-—There is an unusually good demand for this line.

S85 cents up to $1.20 dozen for the No. 3 size. If indications can be 
relied on, the Tomato market will certainly not be any lower this winter. 

A sudden demand for Cove Oysters, especially from the West and 
Southwest, developed in this market during the past two weeks, and it 
has steadily increased, with prospects of expanding still more next week. 
The supply of the raw stock here is not sufficient to meet an increased 
demand, hence prices are stiffening up fast.

ToMAtors-—Inquiry of the week in Spot Tomatoes has been good, 
but it has led up to a comparatively small volume of actual new business 
closed for the past six days, on account of figures named by holders, 
which buyers, as a rule are not willing to meet. 

Offerings of Standard 8s at 90 cents out of first and second hands, 
have been this week even more freely made than last week, and in iso- 
lated cases only at this figure has business been accomplished, when 
quality above the average was shown. Owing to the more liberal offer- 
ings of this week, it has been possibte to secure some good lines at S7'4 
cents, for immediate shipment. Holders of Standard 2s at 75 cents 
inst week have accepted 70 cents this week. On Gallons alone is the firm 
position of last week maintained this week, with offerings continuing 
light. 

In our advice of three weeks ago, we mentioned the probability of 
ihe Baltimore Tomato Pack for 1906 being 30 to 40 per cent. over the 
pack of 1905. In other words, that the 1906 pack of Tomatoes for 
Baltimore alone would be close to 1,500,000 cases. We have now every 
reason to believe that the final reports will confirm this estimate and 
probably exceed it by a small quantity. 

We have also reason to believe that the combined 1906 output of 
Marvland (including Baltimore), Delaware and New Jersey will be 
but 500,000 to GOO.G0O cases short of 1905 pack of the entire country. 
In short, while the entire pack for the United States for 1905 was 


5,500,000 cases, indications now are that Maryland, Delaware and New 
Jersey this year will have produced within 500,000 to 600,000 cases of 
this quantity, and it may be found that New York and the Virginias 
may make up the difference, and that the territory east of the Ohio 
will have packed this year as much as the entire country packed in 1905. 

PrEACHES—Better buying than last week. 

AppLes—A good deal better buying this week than last. 
all that can be desired and present quotations look attractive. 

Corn—Stocks of 1905 packing calling for movement before the first 
of the year, continues to very largely dominate the Corn market, exerting 
some influence on stocks that will not be affected by changed conditions 
effective January 1, 1907. : 

The balance of the list shows no appreciable change as compared 
with last week. String Beans continue firm, with available stock 
hardly sufficient to take care of the normal demand from now out. In 
Peas the position of stocks is so contracted as to not only make quoting 
difficult, but also to secure anything but short lines on any one mark. 
Sour Kraut and Sweet Potatoes buying for the week has been good. 
The Oyster situation continues more interesting than satisfactory, with 
sellers cautious about commitments for coming season.

924%, cents to 9 cents. Packers of strictly bang-up qualities are en- 
couraged with the continued demand for carefully packed goods and a 
willingness on the part of buyers to discriminate in favor of these against 
“half-and-half” brands which are being offered as Standards, but 
which when cut in comparison with qualities referred to, show a 
deficiency of at least from 5 cents to 10 cents per dozen in value as well 
as in the cost of packing.

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packing season. There seems to be some difference in opinion as to 
whether these proposed higher prices will manifest themselves in the 
near future or await the turn of the year; no one seems willing to 
predict a lower term or willingness to accept orders for deferred ship- 
ments at prevailing prices, which in event of decline would prove 
profitable acceptance; as one writer has already stated, the supply is 
important, but the demand and conditions governing demand can make 
even a large supply look small, especially when we have an “eating” 
year and prices for nearly every other commodity is beyond parallel. 
With the average cost of living increased 25 per cent. in the last 5 to 8 
years, Tomatoes can doubtless receive their share of this advance and 
still not be out of proportion to other necessities required for the family 
table. Second 2s have been offered during the past week on basis of 
7” cents to 72% cents; Standard brands are being held at 75 cents to 
77% cents, depending upon “whose” Standard is being offered. Un- 
usual scarcity of the 2s size at this season of the year is notable; 
judging from present quantity of offerings, this size is almost as scarce 
as Gallons, which, although quoted at $3.25, could not be purchased in 
any large quantity at this figure. 

Corn—Improved interest is evident this week with buyers who 
have heretofore been apparently forgetful for the past few weeks of 
such an important commodity; they are now sitting up and taking 
notice ; also inquiring as to prices and quantities of the various qualities 
that are being offered, notwithstanding low prices that have been made 
for Off grade offerings. Fancy qualities continue to be appreciated by 
the holder and prices are unchanged with attitude of holder if anything 
firmer on account of heavy possible demand when the over supply is 
cleaned up and ail awake to the situation that there is not enough Corn 
to go round before next packing season without paying considerably 
higher prices for same.

Tri-State Packers’ Association Meeting. 


Princess Anne, Md., October 22, 1906. 
Dear Sir— 


I am sorry that my report of the results of our meeting at Wilming- 
ton, Del., on October 18th, has been delayed by inability to get same 
printed. The important matters were as follows: 


THE TRADE. 


The Secretary was instructed to write to the proper parties having 
in hand the matter of fixing. upon a place for holding the Annual Can- 
ners’ Convention which usually occurs in February, and suggest the 
advisability of selecting Atlantic City or Washington as suitable places 
in which to hold it. ‘ 

The Secretary was also directed to write to Dr. H. W. Wiley, Chief 
of the Chemical Department of the Department of Agriculture, in order 
to ascertain his construction of the Pure Food, Law so far as. it pertains 
to Labels as used by Fruit and Vegetable Packers and to communicate 
his reply to our members. 

Another important matter was the reading of the Secretary’s re- 
port of the 1906 Tomato and Corn packs in the three States and the 
quantity of goods on hand unsold. While the time for getting in these 
reports was somewhat limited and we did not have complete reports 
from every factory, yet we did have reliable reports from the largest 
packing districts—which, with our knowledge of former packs of the 
others, enabled us to conclude that the 1906 Tomato pack of the three 
States would be about 4,800,000 cases of No. 3 cans, all sizes being re- 
duced to threes, and that, inasmuch as the three States produce two- 
thirds of the pack of the country, the total pack of the United States may 
be placed at or about 7,000,000 cases. 

The prominent and remarkable feature of the Packers’ Reports, 
was the exceedingly small proportion of goods remaining in packers’’ 
hands unsold. ‘This, taken in consideration with the fact that the popu- 
lation of this country has largely increased during the past two years, 
requiring a pack of from nine to ten million cases to supply its needs 
and that the 1906 pack finds the trade with practically bare shelves, 
would seem to put Tomatoes in an exceptionally strong statistical 
sition. 

; The pack of Corn was small with very small holdings in the 
hands of packers. 

Meeting adjourned subject to call of the President.

PACKAGES. 


We believe the canned goods industry, or business, deserves 
the credit of hav:ng blazed the public way and taste for the use 
of packages in the grocery stores. It is not so many years since 
the canned goods bus ness made its debut, and vet of late a grocery 
store in general in the retail line has become simply a magazine 
of packages. There is no question but the wisdom of experience 
is at the back of this natural movement, for the package seems 
to answer the purposes of all parties in connection with the dis- 
tribution of all goods. When properly prepared it has the ap- 
proval of the producer the wholesaler, the retailer, and even of 
the common carrier, and seems to get rid of all the difficulties 
that have heretofore met with condemnation from all of thesg fac- 
tors. Strangest of all it finally seems to please the consumer more 
than anything else. It is not surprising, therefore, to see it being 
adopted in every line of trade, for all kinds of goods, which the 
grocer is expected to carry; and we may yet live to see coal and 
fuel of all kinds put up in comparatively small packages for 
general consumption. 

Although this method originated among the canned goods 
people, from the necess:ty of enclosing the food in hermetically 
sealed vessels, which were necessarily limited in size: it has been 
demonstrated that the principle apples to everything used in the 
household. It has been found also that the very objections which 
have cropped up in respect to the package business has given the 
clue to the advantage of using them. The package does justice 
to all parties concerned in the production, manufacture and dis- 
tribution of foods, and articles of all kinds. It gives each in turn 
the opportunity to make a reputation, and control his own busi- 
ness according to the extent of his push; it protects both the 
producer andthe retailer, at the same time that it justifies the 
wholesaler, and most of all it lets the public know whence the 
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article comes that is consumed, and to whom belongs the credit 
of producing it. So much of this method is developing, that 
now-a-days every retail grocer buys his coffee in one pound pack- 
ages ; some of them have it put up in cans and cartons and every 
package carries the name of the retail grocer on it. Thus superior 
coffees, which bring superior prices have’ not only their own 
brands, but the authority which owns that brand, and whenever 
any of these brands obtain prominence by reason of excellence, 
that brand becomes the legal property of the party who first 
adopted it; more than this anything that is excellent in itself, 
either as new discovery, or the result of experienced manipulation 
becomes valuable in itself, and thus honesty and experienced 
hard work gets its own reward through the agency of this package 
business. 


We learn through one of our exchanges that there has been 
established in New York City a grocery store without scales, 
weights or measures, wherein is sold everything in packages, each 
package of each thing being of a definite and recognized size. — 
And the retailer passes out these packages at the price he puts 
upon them without weighing or measuring and all are sealed so 
that the customer, who is observing, has an opportun ty to know 
that he gets an unbroken package for his money. This insures 
tidiness, cleanliness, economy and regularity of quality ; because 
it brings down to the consuming party himself the question of 
deciding what kind of stuff he wants, the quality according to 
brand, and price according to general competition. 

It will be seen that this in turn throws upon the producer, 
the credit or discred:t that attaches to his goods, the necessity 
of keeping each brand and quality of brands up to the standards 
he has set, for if any advantage is gotten by excellence he will 
reap the reward, and if there is any disadvantage occuring be- 
cause of dishonesty his reward will be loss of business. We can 
scarcely get things in this world in general more decidedly honest 
and complete, than to have the consumer deal. and decide thus 
closely with the producer, as to value of the goods and_ their 
quality. It will in turn make all the laws with respect to food 
as to purity and honesty as s:mple as is possible, because the 
labelling or branding of packages honestly and in respect to what 
they contain, and the name of the producer will really be all the 
law has to deal with: and the consumption or rejection of any 
article will soon settle its standing among the consumers. 

We observe this package question is obtaining attention in 
all parts of the country, but so far we have seen no objection to it 
from any source whatever. The jobb'ng or wholesale business 
is not objecting to it, because as general intermediaries and dis- 
tr:buters they are putting the mass of bulk goods into packages 
for this class of distribution. Thus the coffee importers, the rice 
merchant, the sugar dealer, the tea importers, each of them in 
his wholesale capacity makes it his business to furn’sh all such 
goods in packages of given weight, with the name of the retailer 
to whom he sells printed upon each package so furnished. There 
is much economy in the method, because it eliminates all local 
weighing, and every retail dealer knows that weighing causes 
a loss of profit, as it is not possible to give “down” weight with- 
out making a considerable loss in the general amount. If anyone 
wishes to prove this let them try to get 196 pound packages out 
of a barrel of flour, although they can prove to their own satisfac- 
tion that the barrel contains 196 pounds. It is even worse in 
respect to coffee, salt or any of the general class of bulk goods 
which the grocer had heretofore handled by weighing out. More 
than this, the average retail grocer long years ago found it 
necessary to put up packages of one pound, two, three and four 
pounds, etc., to have them convenient to hand to fill orders for 
customers who crowded the stores on Saturday evenings and 
other occasions, for-he could not otherwise attend to his business 
and wait for all orders to be weighed out to each customer. 

One of the things, however, this renders necessary is standard 
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sizes of packages for each article and class of articles, and the 
public gets to recognize rapidly what these sizes are and what 
their value should be. But whether it be canned goods, kindling 
wood, sugar or flour, it is necessary that the packages be of an 
established size, and just at this time when the general change is 
coming over the manipulation of groceries and foods it naturally 
becomes most necessary to be strict and honest in this discrimi- 
nation. 

Later on, years hence, when the package manner is generally 
established there will arise questions of honesty and observation 
in respect to the size of packages, and the quality of contents, 
because mankind still comes under the accusation of being as 
“prone to evil as the sparks fly upward,” and there is no law 


‘nor series of laws that will prevent dealers and producers of 


all sorts from selling short weight and taking unfair advantage 
of customers, unless the customer is so placed as to protect him- 
self. And in this adjustment why should not the canned goods 
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packers decide upon and adopt standard sizes of cans for general 
use, so that in every section and every store, a number one can, 
a number two can or a number three can would be the same? 
It must eventually come; the canned goods business virtually 
originated the package business. Let’s set the pace as to the uni- 
formity of package. Here is work for the coming annual con- 
vention.

But it speaks well for the operations of this house—because 
they are not tomato packers only. In fact that is only one of their lines; 
they handle almost everything in fruits and vegetables. The ‘“ Clipper”’ 
brand, under which they pack, is one of the oldest and best known brands 
on the market. 

But for one house or one firm to turn out this many tomatoes is cer- 
tainly ‘‘ going some,’’ and they are not taking much of a risk in throwing 
down the gauntlet, as they do in this circular. 


The San Jose Seale. 


At the present time there is no greater menace to fruit growing in Indi- 
ana than the San Jose Scale (pronounced San Ho-zay.) The scale has 
already been reported from about half the counties of the State, and there 
are doubtless many infested localities where its presence is as yet unrecog- 
nized. The rapid and alarming spread of this pest, together with the great 
variety of plants upon which it feeds, makes its eradication a matter in 
which every fruit grower and nurseryman must be vitally interested. 


APPEARANCE. 


The presence of the scale may be first detected by the general sickly 
and unthrifty appearance of the affected trees. Upon a closer examination, 
the bark may be seen to be coated with a rough, ashy gray deposit. Upon 
the young and tender growth of the apple and pear and upon the fruit of 
these trees the scale causes bright red discolorations about an eighth of an 
inch in diameter. At this time of year the scale on the fruit is very con- 
spicuous, 

The gray coating on the limbs is due to the continuous layer of insect 
bodies, each about the size of a pinhead, and each intent upon sucking the 
juice from the living tissue of the plant. 

LIFE HISTORY. ; 

The winter is usually passed in a half-grown condition. When the 
weather gets warm in the spring the immature scales begin to grow and 
during the latter part of May or early June the young commence to appear. 
The females bear the young alive, ahd six or eight are born daily for sev- 
eral weeks. In about five weeks the first born begin to reproduce. The 
rapidity with which this insidious pest spreads is not to be wondered at 
when it is realized that a singie pair in a single season have progeny to the 
number of a thousand million. For About a day after birth, the young, 
which are a sulphur yellow color and barely visible to the naked eye, crawl 
about looking for favorable spots for beginning operations. During this 
stage they may get upon the feet of birds, or upon larger insects and are 
readily transported to hitherto uninfested localities. By the end of twenty- 
four hours the young have become located and the scale begins to form 
over their hacks. This is at first pure white, but later becomes gray or 
black. Reproduction continues throughout the summer and is most active 
during September. 

REMEDIES. 

Remedial measures in the shape of dilute whale-oil soap sprays may le 

taken during the summer against the larvee for the purpose of holding the

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, II1., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sa/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. ‘These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age fo a limit. Yours truly,

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scale in check, but it is to the more caustic washes, which require to be ap- 
plied when the tree is dormant, that we must look for its eradication. 

The best and cheapest of these is the lime-sulphur wash and is made as 
follows: By using at first a small quantity of water, mix 15 pounds flowers 
of sulphur into a thin paste. Slake 20 pounds clean stone lime in about 10 
gallons of hot water. While boiling violently from the slaking, stir in the 
sulphur. Then add 15 gallons more of hot water and boil for one hour. 
Dilute to 50 gallons and apply while warm. In badly infested orchards 
twoJapplications are recommended, one in fall after the leaves have dropped, 
another in spring just before the buds open. Be sure to cover thoroughly 
every part of the tree above ground. The lime-sulphur wash, in addition to 
its effectiveness against the scale, is a valuable fungicide and the spring 
spraying will replace one application of Bordeaux mixture, The secret of 
success in its use is thoroughness in putting it on.

Western Association Meets in Chicago. 


The Western Packers Canned Goods Association held a special meeting 
at the Sherman House, Chicago, on Friday, October 12th, with quite a fair 
attendence. 

Naturally the most interesting subject under discussion was the effect 
the new Pure Food Law would have upon the business. Every packer is 
anxious to know what he has to do to comply with this law, and the proba- 
ble rulings of the Commission which met in New York in September were 
freely discussed. Mr. T. A. Scott, of the Chisholm-Scott Co., shed consid- 
erable light upon the subject by reading a letter from their attorney, Mr. A. 
P. Greely, whom this company had sent to the meetings of this Commission. 
Mr. Greeley dwelt extensively upon the points of interest to canned goods 
packers in the New Law, but could report nothing definite, as the Commis- 
sion gave nothing definite to base an opinion upon. While interesting, Mr. 
Greeley’s remarks were only speculative, as the rulings would have to be 
awaited, before anything could be done. He brought out the fact however, 
that the canned goods packers were but poorly represented at the meeting, 
and this aroused the meeting to the necessity of having some regularly 
appointed representative of the canners to take care of their interests before 
the Pure Food Commission. 

Accordingly, a resolution to have the President secure an attorney for 
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the purpose, and to cover the expenses of same, was adopted. This resolu- 
tion reads: We, the undersigned, agree to stand our pro rata share of the 
expenses incurred by the President of the Western Packers’ Canned Goods 
Association, sanctioned by the Association’s executive committee, in employ- 
ing legal counsel to represent this association before the food standard com- 
mission to interpret the rulings and regulations pertaining to the National 
Pure Food Law, said amount not to exceed $50.00 for each person signing. 

This was signed by those present and it will be seen they pledge them- 
selves to stand the expense. 

Many other minor subjects were discussed, and Mr. Scott outlined his 
plan of a Mutual Canners Insurance Company. This is always an interest- 
ing subject, and he was listened to attentively. Another matter of deep 
interest was the Polk Agitator system of processing corn. This tiew 
departure in the canning of corn came in for considerable attention, so much 
so that a committee was appointed tu look into the merits or otherwise of 
the claims made. This committee is composed as follows:

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**Rambler’’ On Contracts. 


A Chicago correspondent of ‘‘ Eli Grocer,’’ of St. Louis, 
who signs himself Rambler, took a fling last week at the con- 
tracts made between packers and jobbers on ‘‘ futures.’’ As all 
packers ever connected with such deals know, this is a question 
of constant contention, differing in its views only as it is viewed 
by a packer or a jobber. The tenor of the complaint nearly 
always tells the whole story; but we give Rambler’s remarks just 
as they appear: 


‘‘If there are any tomato packers or pea packers who are not deliv- 
ering short on their contracts they are exceptional, so the wholesale grocers 
and brokers say. Many of these packers will find it hard sledding to place 
contracts for their stuff next year and will meet with cold favor when they 

te come around in quest of 1907 orders. 

“A prominent broker said today: ‘The trouble about some of the 

larger canneries is that they do not intend or expect to make full delivery 

he on their contracts unless prices and the market go down after contracts are 

= closed, for they sell far beyoud their capacity to produce, and rely upon 
buying from other canneries if prices decline in order to make a profit. Any- 
thing but a full delivery or pay the market difference on contract is a foolish 
thing for a jobber to make, as he always gets the buzzard while the packer 
gets the turkey. If the market is weak he gets all he bought, if it is strong 
and higher he gets 80% or 60% or a lower percentage based upon the con- 
tract conditions, and the packer does not regard this kind of delivery as an 
act of bad faith or a dishonest act, though it is such, for he has come to be. 
lieve that custom, instead of a contract, controls and ‘that nearly all pack- 
ers, when the market has advanced, ship only the minimum contract quan- 
tity and sell the surplus, if any, at the higher figures.’ 

‘* Baltimore, be it said to her credit, has the best custom as to contracts 
after all. She makes a flat contract and delivers all the goods, no matter 
whether the crop is Jong or short, and if she doesn’t produce the goods he 
buys them and fills her contracts to the case. 

‘There is said to be a movement among the larger buyers of Chicago 
See to demand and accept only flat contracts next season for a full delivery and 
= only the contracts of packers of reliability and responsibility, with a care- 
ful weeding out of the welchers or quitters, who make a practice of deliver- 


ing short whenever the market advances even slightly. 
**A broker remarked today: ‘The New York packers’ contract is the

New York. Chicago. Denver. Knoxville. Charleston, W. Va, 
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most unsafe of all. No wholesaler is at all justified in selling a case of 
futures against New York packer’s contract. It is purely a prorata con- 
tract and the jobber is wholly at the mercy of the packer, and there are 
some New York packers who are famous for finding excuses for non- 
delivery of canned goods when the market has advanced.’ 


“This broker said he was going to raise the question at the next 
annual convention of canned goods packers and brokers as to payment of 
brokerage on undelivered portions of contracts., He said that a broker fills 
up his trade with purchases on short clause or prorata contracts and can 
sell them at nothing more. He supposes that his hard work will produce 
him a fair income, but, when prices advance, there is a short delivery and 
the broker’s work is largely for naught and his income, fondly figured and 
anticipated, is cut down from 20% to 50%. He held that the party employ- | 
ing the broker should pay the entire brokerage no matter whether the goods 
were delivered or not, as the broker’s work has been done and he should be 
paid for it. 

‘*This same broker suggested that wholesalers make what he called 
‘pendulum’ contracts with the packers. That is to say, to provide for 
only 75% delivery if the crop failure justified it and only 75% delivery if 
there was a superabundant crop and the wholesaler wanted to cut down his 
purchases, but to provide in the contract that whichever party took advant- 
age of the non-delivery clause in the contract should pay the brokerage on 
the undelivered portion. ; 

‘*T submitted this suggestion to a wholeseler and he very sanely said 
that such a contract would be practically a flat contract for 75% of the face 
of it, for, except when the market was ‘on even keel’ with the contract 
price and the outlook for supply neither predicted a scarcity nor super- 
abundance, one party or the other would be sure to take advantage of the 
non-delivery contract. He, however, said that the broker would have a 
‘deadly cinch’ under such a so-called ‘ pendulum’ contract.”’ 


We wonder if Rambler will take the jobbers to task in the 
season of plenty for finding such poor quality in the deliveries 
of futures at that time, or for the 1o1 excuses the jobber always 
finds for not accepting the full contract when the pack is a 
bumper and prices are low? We wonder.
